Introduction 

There is no entirely satisfactory definition of posfcsecondary 
continuing education. If postsecondary education encompasses all edu- 
cation beyond high school, then postsecondary continuing education 
would include mo3t of adult education, with the exception of adult 
basic education and adult secondary education. This bibliography is 
confined to continuing education sponsored by colleges and universities, 
professional associations, and business and industry. In the larger 
view, howevei', postsecondary continuing education is sponsored by miiny 
other agencies, including the military, other government units, museums, 
libraries, the electronic mass media, unions, community agencies, pro- 
prietary schools, correspondence schools, churches and synagogues, and, 
of course, the public schools. 

Thir> bibliography is by no means comprehensive. It reflects the 
personal interests and arbitrary judgments of its author. Items were 
selected for inclusion on the basis of subjective assessments of quality, 
interest, relevance, contemporaneity, and availability. The biblio- 
graphy is organized into ten sections as follows: (l) Historical and 
Institutional Backgrounds; (2) The Policy Dimension; (3) University 
Extension; (k) Adult Degree Programs; (5) The External Degree; (6) Tlxe 
Community College Context; (?)
